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EUROPE’S BETTER OUTLOOK. 


“Business Germany is far less pessimistic 


than political Germany affects to lie /’ says 


Cyril Brown in an article in the N ew York 
Times on the 
N ew Year 
outlook in Ger­ 


many. 
Mr. Brown presents a good deal of 
evidence in support of this statement. 
In 
the main his information comes from the 
German industrialists— certainly the best 
source— and their view is summed up as 
follows by Dr. Hurt Sorge, president of the 
Association of German Industry: 
“The be­ 
g i n n i n g of currency stabilization has at last 
made it possible for us to enjoy the bles­ 
sings and benefits of 
more 
work, which 
shortly will lead to real upward and on­ 
ward progress 
despite 
all external pres­ 
su r e /’ 
In his N ew Year speech the French presi­ 
dent, M. Millerand, went so far as to w el­ 
come “the dawn of reconciliation and es­ 
tablished peace.” 
Presidential 
speeches 
may mean very little, especially in France, 
where Millerand amounts to little compar­ 
ed with Poincare; but it is surely an en­ 
couraging sign when any b renchman hold­ 
ing high position begins to talk about re­ 
conciliation. 
It is true that the “reconcilia­ 
tion and peace” for which, according to M. 
Millerand, France is “calling with all her 
strength,” are reconciliation and peace on 
France’s terms. 
But the Germans, judging 
from Dr. Sorge’s statement, are no longer 
unanimously of the opinion that reconcilia­ 
tion and peace on those terms are impossi­ 
ble. 
These signs and the many others upon 
which students of affairs base their expec­ 
tations for the N ew Year may be decep­ 
tive; but, take it all in all, there is evidently 
a general feeling of hopefulness for Europe 
as 1924 begins. 
And this is the more grati­ 
fying because only two or three months ago 
the European outlook seemed darker than 
at any other time since 
the 
war. 
The 
change since then has been marked and 
there is no visible reason why it should not 
continue. 


A KING AN D A LABOR CHIEF. 
Ramsey Mac Donald, 
who 
is probably 
going to be the new British premier, has 
written for the N ew York World a state­ 
ment of views likely to cause a commo­ 
tion in England when they are read in 
that country. 
Mr. MacDonald wants to 
take away from the king one of the few 
important prerogatives which he still pos­ 
sesses. 
At present, when a ministry falls, 
it is the king who decides whether to sum­ 
mon a leader of an opposing party to be­ 
come premier and form a new ministry or 
to let the question at issue go to the people 
to be decided by them in a general election. 
Mr. MacDonald seeks to deprive the king 
of the right to say which of these courses 
shall be adopted and proposes that this 
right be invested in the prime minister. 
There is a highly practical and pressing 
reason for the 
labor 
leader’s 
insistence 
upon the change which he proposes. 
The 
labor ministry which is expected to take 
over the government of Great Britain will 
probably last only a very short time be­ 
cause it commands only about one-third of 
the votes in the house. 
A combination of 
liberals and conservatives can defeat any 
labor government measure and thus bring 
about the fall of the government. 
When 
this happens MacDonald wants an election 
because he believes that the labor party 
will win it; but the chances are that the 
king will not dissolve 
parliament, 
thus 
opening the way for an election, but instead 
will ask one of the anti-labor leaders to as­ 
sume the premiership. 
The proposition of the labor leader indi­ 
cates so radical a departure from the Brit­ 
ish general scheme of government that it 
will most probably bring about the fall of i 


MacDonald because it will result in an of- j 
tensive and defensive alliance between the 
liberals and the Tories. 
That seems a rea­ 
sonable forecast. Perhaps the queerest and 
at the same time 
most 
significant 
thing 
about the matter is the way in which Mac­ 
Donald has laid his cards on the table by 
announcing his program in advance. 
If the British public is really opposed to 
this further trimming of the king’s powers, 
its sentiment should promptly become ap­ 
parent and in that case MacDonald’s un­ 
dertaking would be beaten before it had 
even been begun. 
Possibly the labor chief 
does not believe that the British masses will 
oppose his scheme, but that, on the con­ 
trary, if they are given sufficient time to 
think about it, they will back it so vigor­ 
ously as to procure its success.

A SENSIBLE PLEA. 
From the Columbia Daily Tribune. 


Attorney General Barrett's plea to the 
Missouri Supreme court to abandon the 
archaic rules of practice that have hamper­ 
ed, retared, and often defeated the ends of 
justice as a result of the judges of the court 
clinging to technical forms of indictments 
that are useless and 
senseless 
will meet 
with general approval. 
The omission of a 
word or expression, the failure to follow 
forms that should have been scrapped and 
abandoned decades ago, possibly punctua­ 
tion, and many other small things have too 
often been the unreasonable grounds upon 
which the reversal and remading of cases 
have been made. 
Hair-splitting discrimi­ 
nations and strained 
interpretations have 
burdened court reports too long. 
One of the first things a law student is 
told by preceptors, 
authorities 
and com­ 
mentators is that law is but common sense. 
This is true in most phases of the subject, 
but it takes a far reach of the imagination 
to divine how in many opinions that encum­ 
ber the books the learned judges have ap­ 
plied this standard. 
To the layman the ob­ 
servations have been rather an attempt to 
make a mystery of the law’— to read into it 
something which was never intended and 
for which there 
is seemingly 
no reason 
whatsoever. 
Of course the practice is only 
the wraith of the old English common law, 
which the English courts themselves have 
long 
since 
abandoned. 
The 
rattling of 
these dry bones is still resorted to with evi­ 
dent untoward consequences. 
It adds to 
the expense of litigation and accentuates 
the proverbial law ’s delays. 
The first amendment to the constitution 
which is to be voted upon in February is in­ 
tended to cure the above evil. 
This pro­ 
vides that “the indictment or information 
shall be sufficient if it state in plain and 
concise language the facts constituting the 
offense.” 
This amendment should receive 
the unqualified endorsement of the people 
when they vote on the adoption of the con­ 
stitutional 
amendments. 
Together with 
amendment No. 7, which has for its object 
a change in court procedure, it will vastly 
simplify legal matters and be a short cut to 
right and justice.

The purpose of the association is 
to conduct an educational campaign 
to inform the voters on the proposed 
twenty-one amendments to the state 
constitution, to be submitted to them 
for ratification at a special election 
to be held on February 26. 
An executive committee composed 
of Mayor F. F. Hatton, rs. J. R. Van 
Dyne, Miss Martha M. Letts and 
Lee Montgomery was appointed by 
the chairman. 
A publicity committee composed 
of the editors of the three Sedalia 
papers, Colonel George H. Scruton, 
Lawrence B. Hert and E. T. Behrens 
was appointed. 
Addresses praising the work of 
the constitutional 
convention 
were 
made by three members of the con­ 
vention, Judge 
John 
H. 
Bothwell, 
Professor C. A. G reene and Judge 
Henry Lay, of Warsaw, and by Gaty 
Fallen, publicity agent of the con­ 
vention. 
It was agreed at the meeting to 
make plans for a mass meeting to 
be h 'Id soon, the speaker on the oc­ 
casion to be furnished by the head­ 
quarters of the Association in St.
